0. Reducing the number of the 
General Assembly to <10. lfi Senators 
and 45 Rcpresenutives, all members 
to receive a stated salary for the term 
and remove the (10 day limit for ses¬ 
sions. 

7. Consolidation of bureaus at 
Frankfort and abolishing the jobs 
that nre now sinecures. 

.x. A sales tax on merchandise, the 
tax to be paid by the manufacturers 
nnd jobbers. 

0. Repeal of most of the laws on 
our statutes and compiling the re¬ 
mainder Into a thin volume. 

10. Exempting real estate nnd tangi¬ 
bles from taxation. 

11. Consolidating the offices of Jail¬ 
er and sheriff In counties. 

12. An Income tax to Increase the 
pay of rurul teachers. 

The editor of the Courier docs not 
know much about politics, but from 
the little we do know we call that a 
real ambitious program. A program 
like that will give opportunity for the 
proper exercise of n mature mind. 
More than that. It Is continuous and 
should be good to Insure the regular 
re-election of Sir. Hovermnle from 
that district for at least a quarter of 
a century, rending the announcement 
of the more "Important” planks of 
Sir. Hovermule’s legislative platform, 
among them the subject of "prohibi¬

For the most widely circulated 
newspapers in the world we must look 
not here in the United .States or in 
Great Britain, where two papers, the 
Dally Slail and the Daily Express, sell 
close to 2,000,000 envies each, or to 
France, where some of the most pop 
nlar journals have a vast reading pub¬ 
lic. The leadership is held by Japan, 
where the Osaka Slainiehl and the 
Tokyo Nichl Nlclil are credited with 
a joint circulation of 4,000,000. Tin* 
Osaka paper is said to sell 2.500,000 
copies. 

In 1027 the percentage of Illiteracy 
in Japan was seven-tenths of 1 per 
cent. Japan is almost on a level with 
Great Britain anil with Germany, 
where illiteracy is virtually nonexist¬ 
ent. Alas! The United States has more 
than 4.000.000 illiterates. This Is about 
3 per cent, or five times as high ns the 
J'taanese rate.—The New York Times

"Live at Home Garden” 

A statement about the "live at 
.mine" campaign which the college of 
Agriculture, University of Kentucky, 
,clU conduct tills year recommends a 
alf-acre family garden. 

A good garden, points out tile state¬ 
ment, should furuich vegetables for til 
servings a week, while fresh vege¬ 
tables are In season, and 12 a week 
luring tlie time that stored, canned 
mil dried vegetables must lie served. 
This is exclusive of dried beans and 
white potatoes. 

Stteli a garden, supplying a family 
• if five, would be worth *250 a year, 
John S. Gardner believes. It would 
cover about half an acre. 

A list of vegetables and the number 
of feet of rows that might be grown 
Is offered. It is not intended to have 
ail tlie vegetables grown at one time, 
but rather to have them planted so 
they would produce food throughout 
tlie season. The list follows. 

SOO feet of pens. 500 feet of snap 
beans. 2(HI feet of lima beans, lot) feet 
of lettuce. 20<) feet of spinach. 150 
feet of beets. 150 feel of carrots, 200 
feet of mustard. 200 feet of kale, 50 
feet of ehard. SOO feet of corn, 100 1 
feet of parsnips. 100 feet of salsify, 
inn feet of cabbage, 100 feet of enull- 
riower. 400 feet of onions, 275 feet of 
I'omatoe*. 350 feet of turnips*. 401 feet 
of sweet potatoes.

Farm Agent Helps 

Edmonson county, where an agri¬ 
cultural agent yvns employed lust yeur 
lor the first time, reports progress in 
the Introduction of new crops, live¬ 
stock improvement, the use of lime¬ 
stone and fertilizers, and the Interest¬ 
ing of hoys and girls In better con¬ 
ditions. 

J. B. Williams, the agent, lias Just 
made his annual report to the College 
of Agriculture and Federal Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, which ...

The 2.041 farmers of the county I 
were organized into 11 communities 
for cooperation in Introducing Improv¬ 
ed methods. New crops introduced 
consisted of 1,000 acres of korcan 
lespedeza; 500 acres of soybeans, and 
alfalfa. A total of 0,780 tong of ground 
limestone was applied to the land, and 
tests made with fertilizers to improve 
crop yields. 

Eighteen purebred rams were tukeu 
into the county, 35 flocks drenched 
and suggestions made In finishing 
lambs and care of flocks. A purebred 
bull was obtained for a community 
interested in raising beef cattle. 

Poultry flocks were culled of scrub 
birds, 1,440 purebred eggs distributed, 
ami model b-ooder and laying houses 
constructed under the supervision of 
the county agent. 

Eiglitysix farm hoys and girls were 
enrolled In 4-II clubs to study lietter 
farm methods and to earn money. The 
county held Its first 4-n club pig 
show, where 29 finished iinlmals were 
sold ut n profit. 

The growing of larger and better 
home gardens was encouraged on 
hundreds of furms, Instructions given 
In spraying uud pruning fruit trees, 
and new vurletles of large uml small 
Yrults Introduced.

How Mirages, on Earth 

and Sea, Are Produced 

Mirages are not the results of too 
vivid imagination, but are natural 
phenomena produced by variations 
in the density of the atmosphere. In 
the hotter parts of the day the air 
near the surface of the sand In a 
desert becomes abnormally heated, 
so that there Is a well-defined 
hounding surface between the lower 
strata and tlie cooler, denser layers 
of air above. This nets ns a reflect¬ 
ing mirror. In which objects nppear 
Inverted. A cloud or portion of the 
sky may lie so reflected that it ap¬ 
pears ns a body of water lying on 
tlie sands of tlie desert. Mirages at 
sea are produced by the denser lay¬ 
ers of air next to tlie surface of the 
water; tlie reflected objects seem to 
bp suspended In tlie sky and Invert¬ 
ed. The ray of light entering the 
eye has been refracted or bent by 
passing through tlie different layers 
of air, uud tlie lmnge is seen in the 
direction of tlie ray ns It enters the 
eye and not in Its nctunl direction. 


How Bird Stitches Nest 

One of llie smartest of the small 
birds is tlie so-called tailor bird, which 
actually sows a shelter together for 
its nest. Tlie bird, about the size 
of a warbler, is native to India, Cey¬ 
lon anil China. It usually makes Its 
nest among leaves ut the end of twigs 
of trees. When a single leaf Is large 
enough the edges are sewn together, 
while if llie leaves are smaller several 
are drawn together. Tlie leaves form 
a shelter within which tlie nest proper 
is const rueted. 

The sewing is accomplished through 
ihe use of the Hill ns a pierce. Small 
holes are made In tHe leaves and 
through these, liber or grass is drawn, 
tlie edges of the leaves tints being 
united null secured.

As u form of ad¬ 
dress for letters in Great Britain 
"esquire” Is generally employed in 
connection with those who ure uot 
artisans or tradesmen; It serves us a 
mark of respect Just a little Higher 
than plain Mr.—Pathfinder Magazine.

HOW: 


PAPER INDUSTRY MAY BE 
SAVED RY BAMBOO PULP.— 
The average man would Inugh If 
he were told that, within Ids life¬ 
time. there may come a period 
when lie ntny not be uhle to buy n 
newspnper or book without pay¬ 
ing a price that would now be re- 
gsrdetl ns exorbitant. This, how¬ 
ever, Is a recognised fact to ex¬ 
perts who are In close touch with 
the pulp and paper Industry. They 
mny be called alarmists, but they 
have facts and figures. 

Many substitutes of vegetable 
origin have been experimented 
with, but gradually they hnve 
been rejected ns unpractical for 
one reason or another. The obvi¬ 
ous solution to the problem lies 
In the use of bamboo. The sup¬ 
plies of bamboo In Burma and 
India alone are incxlmustlble, and 
at the present time 09 per cent Is I 
not used for any productive pur¬ 
pose. Here, then, seems to lie the 
answer to the world demand for 
pulp. 

W. Rhitt, who for several years 
has been In charge of an experi¬ 
mental factory at Dern Dun, In¬ 
dia, says that Just ns good, If not 
better, pnper can bo made from 
bamboo pulp nt half the cost of 
wood pulp. This bamboo Is nn In¬ 
teresting grass. Its growth Is so 
rapid that It can be watched with 
the naked eye. If a stake Is plant¬ 
ed alongside a young culm, In 24 
hours It will be found to hove 
grown a foot to IS Inches; In 
three months' time It will reach 
its full height of 120 feet, with a 
dlnmeter of eight inches. 

“Bamboo Is almost a human 
plant," says Mr. lthitt, "and by Its 
force of character and growth, Is 
bound to become known to the 
public, who, In the near future, 
will undoubtedly have to conserve 
this product for paper-making’’.— 
Sunday Magazine Section of the 
Philadelphia Record.

Our Government 

— How It Operates 

By William Bruckart 
THE TREASURY 

A MERICANS, ordinarily, run rath¬ 
er true to tradition. Things that 
are done once In n certnln way 
usually are done that way over and 
over again, allowing, of course, for 
proven changes. One of the things 
they do Is celebrate New Yenr, nnd 
they have done It with n lot of noise 
nnd loss of sloop for mnny, mnn.v 
years. 

Rut tlielr government started n 
new yenr recently, nnd ns though 
those who direct Its affairs wnnted 
to he the exception thnt proved the 
rule, they did not start out for n 
night of it. It wns the fiscal yenr, the 
money year, so to speak, for the gov¬ 
ernment. nnd It constitutes the basis 
upon which all government functions 
nre operated, predicated or planned. 

Thnt new yenr started, ns 1 have 
said, without nny bnllyhoo, and with¬ 
out celebration. The ballyhoo hud 
taken place weeks before; the officials 
hntl done their staying-up mnny 
nights because Instead of n celebra¬ 
tion program, they had the difficult 
Job of lnylng out a program for inly¬ 
ing the expenses of the government, 
determining what those expenses 
should be nnd deciding where the 
money could be obtained for perform 
Ing nil of the functions which we 
know ns governmental. In other 
words, whnt those officials did wns 
prepnre a budget of Income and outgo. 

All of that wns done prior to the 
new year of which 1 hnve spoken. 
The (late of this new yenr came. Cir¬ 
cumstances that immediately preced 
ed It may be described something as 
follows: the gigantic set of hooks 
used by the treasury were closed nt 
4:30 p. m. on June 30. They bal¬ 
anced, of course, hut to make the re¬ 
ceipts equal the expenditures for the 
twelve months preceding, there had 
been borrowings, or money obtained 
from the sale of government securi¬ 
ties, such ns bonds, notes, certificates 
of Indebtedness nnd treasury bills. 
The difference between the expenses 
nnd the regular receipts of money 
thnt the government did not hnve to 
return—In other words, the amount 
of the borrowings—constituted the 
government deficit for the yenr. 

Every agency of the government 
hnvitig money to spend closed Its books 
at the same time the treasury did, 
for the next dny started a new fiscal 
year and reckoning was to start all 
over again. There were new funds 
avnllnble, appropriated by congress, 
for operating In the next twelve 
months or until June 30, 1033. 

Such was the circumstance of the 
government’s new year. Prior to thnt 
time, as I hnve Indicated, the treas 
ury, which Is the hank for all of the 
government, had told the President 
thnt It. wns going to need a lot more 
money thnn the tux laws then In op¬ 
eration would produce. 

So the President sent a message to 
congress, saying In substance that 
new taxes must be levied so that the 
Income of the government would be 
ns great as the necessary expendi¬ 
tures. The budget must be balanced, 
or ns we used to say, we must live 
within our Income. 

Thus, stripped of bunk, verbiage 
nnd terminology, cross currents of 
political explanation nnd expostula¬ 
tion, the treasury was forced to turn 
Imck to the people for more money. 

It may seem to the residents of any 
particular township, county or state, 
tlml they are many weary miles from 
Washington; that the government j Is 
some gigantic thing about which tlic.v 
need not concern themselves direct¬ 
ly, lint the point of this article Is to 
show the fullucy of such a view. The 
government at Washington Is Just us 
near to all of us as Is the ministra¬ 
tion of the township trustee or the 
Judges or commissioners by whatever 
name known, In the county sent town 
or city. 

None can deny, therefore, the Infill 
once, exerted upon every citizen by 
the treasury for the simple reason 
Hint It, more limn uny other unit of 
the government, perhaps, touches thut 
well known Institution, the pocket- 
book. 

Obviously, of course, the treasury 
tines not get taxes wherever and 
whenever It desires. The Constitu¬ 
tion fixed thnt matter In advance. It 
said congress should levy the tuxes. 
In truth, however, congress Ims from 
time Immemorial followed the gug 
gentians of the treasury rather close¬ 
ly, since the tren*sury Is better ac¬ 
quainted with technical mutters. 
There always huve been and prob¬ 
ably always will he differences, large 
ly political, over the proposals of the 
treasury for raising taxes, but those 
differences nre not pertinent here. 

So we have a new tnx law which 
will tux hundreds of different trans¬ 
actions of business ns well us Incomes 
that the government at AVashlugton 
and all Its agencies from the nearest 
to the farthest may keep on operating 
In your Interest aud In mine. And It 
Is said In the Constitution that the 
treasury shall have power "to collect 
taxes," etc. 

Yet there is another function of the 
treasury about which It Is much more 
pleasant to think, it concerns money. 
Aloney has u fascination. The treas¬ 
ury produces It, It distributes It, and 
through Its correlated agency, the 
Federal Reserve hoard. It, Indeed, con¬ 
trols It. However, that Is a story lu 
itself.
